Thete would secm (o be no room for doubt as
10 the cornectness of one proposition here given,
since all parties are agreed upon it, The House
gays Davis should be tried; his counsel say
exnclly the same, and have been (rying, ever
gince they were allowed to communicate with
him, to get his case before & judge and jury.
Then why is he not tried? Who stands in the
woy!?

Judge Underwood beld on Monday, on an ap-
Pplication lor ball, that he was a prisoner ol war,
therelore not bailable. The fact being assumed,
the reason is conclusive. But how long may o

rieoner of war be held after the war is officially
eclared al an end? BSuppose one were held
2o-day as a prisouer of war, taken by General
Juckson at New Orleans in 1816, would that
suflice to bar his liberation !

But how and when did Davis become o Lm-
woner of war? He was not arrested as a public
cnemy, but as a lelon, officlally charged, in the
fae: ot the civilized world, with the foulest,
most execrable guilt—that ol baving suborned
ussassing to murder President Lincolo—a crime
ibe basest and most cownrdly known to man-
kind. It was for this that $100,000 was offered
and paid for his arrest. And the proclamation
of Andrew Johnson and William H. Seward,
offering this reward, says his com{;'llp'ltv with
Wilkes Booth & Co. 18 established ** y evidence
0w in the Bureau of Milicary Justice.” So there
was no need of time fo hunt it ap,

Oihers gharged with that horrible deed have
been arraigned, tried, some of them long ago
acquitted and set at lhiberty; others executed
nn3 buried; others are now serving out their
terma as convict prisoners. Why i8 this one
alone &till awaiting trisl —not even ndicted ?

Viewing it in ite moat
discouraging aspect it is a great and serious
movement, the results whereof
developed. 1t may be that the leading men who
entered upon the Cunadian invasion were not
animafed solely by & desire to free Irelind,
though that was, of course, the main objeet, but
t at zowe thought of vengeance againgt Canada
entered into thelr plans.

England Abdicntes.
From the World,

One of the most surprising and important
events ol modern times is the voluntary sur
render by Great Britain of her position as one
of the greal powers ol Burope. The change has
been so0 recent thal its full significance Is as yel
bardly recognized in Europe, while on this side
of the ocean we have failed to appreclate the
im portant resulls likely to ‘ollow [rom the non:
intervention, peace policy which England has
determined to pursue hereafter, The best part
of the great debt of England was created by the
wars ln which she engaged to uphold her posi-
tion as a fret-clugs power in Europe: but since
the close of the Crimeau war a change of policy

hus been determined upon at varipnce with all
the traditions of the pation, and which, if justi-
fied, condemus nearly all the wars she oas un-
dertaken lor the las* two hundred years, and
stamps the nutlonal debt as belng a costly folly.
